T h .t Minx Frostier. 

The extent pf the Mexican frontier is 
not ordinarily comprehended. From 
Brownsville. Tex., to El Paso, with the 
windings of the river, it is fnlly 1,300 
miles, ami thence abmg the boundaries 
of New Mexico, Arizona and California 
to San Diego is several hundred miles 
more. This frontier is quite as long as 
the Atlautic seals«ard from Portland, in 
Maine, to the Houtbermost point of the 
pemiLsula of Florida. Borne three hun¬ 
dred miles of country, where the Rio 
Grande river runs through de^p canyons, 
is practically unexplored. This section 
comprises the counties Presidio, Brews¬ 
ter, Fo^ey and part of BneheL 

And all aloug the border is a heavy 
undergrowth called chaparral. This 
word originally was applied, 1 believe, 
to cactus thickets; but recently in that 
cpuutry any kind of an undergrowth in 
which men can hide or find shelter

Drowning Half • Continent. 

When the Panama canal was first pro¬ 
posed a great cry went up that such a 
"ditch** would endanger the lives of mil¬ 
lions of human beihgA It was argued 
that the waters on the Pacific tide of the 
isthmus were hundreds at feet higher 
than they were on the Atlantic side, and 
that the great rash of waters to even up 
the difference in the level of the two 
oceans would drown out all southern 
North America, all the West Indies and 
most of Mexico and Yucatan. Would 
be engineers and sensational editors 
passed tlieir opinions or wrote yards of 
scare editorials on the subject. It now 
turns out that the Atlantic and not the 
Pacific is the higher of the two oceans, 
and that in place of * the difference in 
level being hundreds of feet, as had been 
affirmed, the surface* of the water on the 
east side of the isthmus is exactly 6 l 1 
feet higher than it is on the western 
side.—St. Louis Republic.
